CHICAGO,, June 20.—The Roosevelt forces lost their first 


fight before the Credentials Committee of the Republican national 
convention this afternoon, when the committee, by a vote of 34 
to 14, defeated a motion to seat the Roosevelt delegates from the 
Winth District of Alabama. C. St. Clair of Idaho, known as a 
Roosevelt man, and S. H. Cady of Wisconsin voted against the 


Roosevelt delegates. 

The Roosevelt members of the commit- 
tee, who last night bolted the meeting, 
and reappeared today at the direction 
of their chief because of the abandon- 
ment of the alleged ‘‘gag rule’’ plan of 
the Taft forces, decided at a noon con- 
ference to push only the Arizona, Cal- 
ifornia, Texas and Washington contest 
cases, 48 delegates in all. The agree- 
ment was rrade in the hope of shorten- 
ing the work of the committee. The 
contests involved in the Hadley resolu- 
tion, argued before the convention yes- 
terday, included also 22 delegates from 
Arkansas, Indiana, Kentucky, Michigan 
and Tennessee.

Only 32 of the 52 members of the com- 
mittee were present when the doors were 
opened to the newspaper men. Hugh 
Halbert of Minnesota and L. N. Mitchell 
of Philadelphia were the two Roosevelt 
men first to appear in the committee 
room. Francis J. Heney and the ma- 
jority of the other Roosevelt men were 
not present when the committee met. 
Halbert and Mitchell joined in making 
the following statement: 

"We feel that the action taken last 
night by the minority members has re- 
sulted in’giving us a fairly good set of 
rules and free and open discussion with 
the presentation of any new evidence 
that may not have been heard by the 
National Committee, we are going to 
atick to the committee. 

“We forced the adoption of fair rules.” 

The session opened with a protest 
from H. E. Sackett of Nebraska and 
Halbert that notice ought to be served 
on ajl contestants. For a time this 
threatened another break, for Halbert 
appernied from the chairman's decision. 
He later withdrew this appeal.

The latter did 
so reluctantly. 

The Ninth Alabama contest involved 
the control of the District Committee. 
Roosevelt men claimed the Taft forces 
had bolted, while the latter said they 
had actual control of the committee and 
that the Roosevelt men had used an 
unauthorized resignation of a Taft 
member to fill his place. Under the 
rule admitting new -evidence, the Roose- 
velt attorneys succeeded in introducing 
an affidavit from the Taft secretary of 
the District Committee that Taft men 
had been bolters. 

Nearly all the Roosevelt members 
of the Credentials Gommittee~ bolte} 
the meeting last night because of 
the adoption of rules limiting the prée-' 
sentation of contest cases to five 
minutes for each side in the district 
cases, and 10 minutes for the state 
cases. Hemenway of Indiana was the 
author of the rule, which provided 
also that no evidence be considered 
that was not considered at the pre- 
vious hearing. 

Rules Modified After Bolt. 

Immediately after the Roosevelt men 
had walked out, however, the majority 
members of the committee backed 
down. They. modified their rules to pro- 
vide that representatives of the press 
associations who were admitted by the 
National Committee while it was hear- 
ing contests should be present at the 
committee sessions. Then _ they . pro- 
vided that 30 minutes would be given 
to each side in'presenting a state con- 
test and 20 minutes in each district con- 
test. It also was agreed that in cases 
where this would not give time enough 
for the proper presentation of the 
points at issue, the time limit would 
not be enforced. 

When Col. Roosevelt learned of this 
modification he ordered his men in the 
committee to get back into the meet- 
ing and continue their fight. 

After two hours’ debate on the Ala- 
bama case, members of the committee 
began to demand that the rules be ob- 
served. Under the rules the case would 
have occupied only half an hour. Taft 
leaders on the case declared, however, 
that they proposed to let full discussion 
be had on all cases, since charges of 
“gag rule’ had been raised against 
them. 

Halbert of Minnesota, before the de- 
cision on the Alabama case, said Roose- 
velt men favored taking the Alabama, 
Washington, Texas and California cases 
directly before the national convention 
for decision there.

CHICAGO, June 20.—Thirty-five of the 
36 Missouri delegates to the Republican 
convention are reported to have made 
what amounts to a virtual agreement 
to vote for their Governor, Herbert §S. 
Hadley, for the Republican nomination |, - 
for President on the first ballot, if nec- 
essary, and certainly on the second, if 


there is a second. 

This statement came from ‘the inside 
of the. Missouri delegation and caused 
intense exéitément today in nearly ev- 
ery state delegation in conference. 

The 16 Taft «delegates frotfi Missouri 
started the Hadley-for-President move- 
ment at a dinner last night at the 
Grand Pacific. The dinner was given by 
Otto Stifel, the St. Louls brewer poli- 
ticilan, and was attended by the fol- 
lowing delegates: H. G. Orton of 
Princéton, Henry L. Hads, Jamesport; 
Richard Johnson, Springfield; Louis 
Hoffman, Sedalia; H. Byrd Duncan, 
Poplar Bluff; George S. Green, Naylor; 
Hamund Koeln, Charles R. Graves, Hen- 
ry L. Weeke, Gus Frey and Henry W. 
Kiel. 

It was stated at the dinner that over- 
tures would be made to the other dele- 
gates from Missouri now pledged to 
the Roosevelt candidacy to the end that 
both factions could work in harmony. 
Stifel praised Hadley as, “Our bright 
young Governor, who swept the Repub- 
lican national convention off its feet 
yesterday afternoon, and, without utter- 
ing a word, became the hero in a 41- 
minute demonstration which the Roose- 
velt forces were powerless to stop. 

Anti-Bolt Attitude Wing Support. 

It was the attitude of Hadley in re- 
fusing to join in any bolt of the Roose- 
velt men that captured Stifel and the 
other Taft delegates. 

Charles A. Houts, Federal District 
Attorney at St. Louis, who attended 
the meeting, said: 

“Tt looks like the movement to Had- 
ley has started.. It is possible the Taft 
and Roosevelt men will be compelled to 
carry out their instructions on the first 
ballot, but that is all. There will be 
no presidential nomination on the first 
pallot.” 

It is reported the New York delega- 
tion has opened communication with the 
Hadley forces in Missouri and has of- 
fered to deliver the main body of the 
New York delegates to Gov. Hadley if 
the young Missouri Governor can show 
he controls 2% Roosevelt delegates. 
Chairman Barnes of New York refused 
to comment on the Hadley-for-President

CHICAGO, June 2.—‘‘So far as I am 


concerned,’’ declared Col. Roosevelt to 
his delegates and advisers in an ad- 
dress early today in the Florentine room 
of the Congress Hotel, “I am through. 
If you are voted down I hope you, the 
real and lawful majority of the con- 
vention, will organize as such, and you 
will do it if you have the courage and 
loyalty of your convictions.’’ 

His speech followed the bolt of some 
of his men from the meeting of the com- 
mittee on credentials. 

‘TIT am speaking to you,” said Roose- 
velt, “as a man to whom some of you 
have done the honor to state that you 
wish to nominate him as President. 
When I went into the race, I made my 
appeal to the people. Most of the dele- 
gates were chosen at direct primaries by 
the people. I made my fights squarely. 
I said, and some of you heard me, that 
if the people decided against me I would 
have nothing to say, but that if the 
people were for me and the politicians 


‘tried to cheat me out of the nomination, 


I would have a great deal to say. 


“Says They Can’t Cheat Him.” 

“I went before the peopie and I won. 
Now the National Committee and a por- 
tion of the convention which is made a 
majority only by the aid of delegates 
not elected, but chosen by the National 
Committee, are trying to cheat me out 
of the nomination. 

“They can’t de it. So far as I am 
concerned, it makes no difference; 
but it i, mot me they are cheating; it 
is the people, the rank and file of the 
Republican party.

|Sécond Vote Favors Taft on Roll, 


Call, Following Long and 
Bitter Debate. 


CHICAGO, June %.—The Roosevelt 
forces met defeat again in the second 
session of the Republican national con- 
vention, which had for its outstanding 
feature a remarkable demonstration of 
nearly an hour’s duration in honor of 
Gov. Herbert S. Hadley of Missouri. 

All of the Roosevelt delegates joined 
in this demonstration, while some of the 
‘Taft states lent a voice. The ovation 
‘to the Missouri executive was quickly 
interpreted by many of the delegates as 
the possible forerunner of a bolt for 
Hadley for President. One enthusiastic 
Pennsylvanian jumped to the stage and 
called: ‘“‘Three cheers for Hadley, the 
neM President of the United States.” 

Hadley led the fight on the conven- 
tion floor to oust 92 contested Taft dele- 
gates and to seat 92 Roosevelt men in 
their places. The convention refused 
to entertain the motion by a vote of 
664 to 610. This transferred the fight to 
ithe Committee on Credentials. 

Vote Followed Ovation. 

The vote, which was the second of the 
convention, followed immediately after 
the Hadley demonstration and at the 
end of a long and bitter argument on 
behalf of the Roosevelt and Taft forces. 
Speakers for both sides were interrupted 
frequently and in one instance Chairman 
Root threatened to have a delegate put 
out of the hall unless he subsided. Root 
Was cheered again and again when he 
called the belligerant ones to account. 

The Roosevelt speakers on the proposi- 
tion to undo the work of the national 
committee and seat $2 Roosevelt dele- 
gates instead of Taft men were: Gov. 
Hadley of Missouri, Henry J. Allen of 
Kansas, George L. Record of New Jer- 
sey and C. C. Littleton of Texas. The 
Taft speakers were: W. T. McDovell of 
Washington, James A. Hemenway of 
Indiana, Robert E. Morris of Arizona, 
Thomas H. Devine of Colorado, John D. 
Mackey.of Michigan, M. L. Gavin of 
Kentucky and James Watson of Indiana. 

While the debate was in progress two 
threatened outbreaks were quelled. Wil- 
liam Flinn of Pennsylvania tried to pre- 
vent Hemenway from further criticism 
of him and was ordered into his seat by 
Senator Root. Later some of the Indi- 
ana delegates began calling each other

Both flcor and guitartas were on their 
feet, whistling, cheering, yelling, pound- 
ing chairs and stamping their feet. 

» The Missouri standard was wavéd on 
high, and in an instant the New Jersey 
delegation raised the standard and start- 
ed around the hall. Missouri, Hadley’s 
home State, follewed. The West Vir- 
ginia delegation joined the procession. 

The Roosevelt people yelled themselves 
hoarse, while many of th: so-called 
doubtful delegations joined tn the cheer- 
ing. One of the Ohio delegates grabbed 
up the standard of that State and 
marched across the aisle in front of the 
stage. California, Nebraska, Kansas 
and many othef states joined. 

Gov. Hadley retired from his place 
on the front of the stage and stood be- 
side Root and Watson at the chairman's 
table. He smiled broadly. 

Some of the California delegates, as 
they went by the speakers’ .stand, called 
out,, “We want Teddy!" A stalwart 
Kansan, carrying the standard of that 
State, attempted to thrust it upon the 
platferm, but was pulled back. 


Missourians in a Dance. 
Missouri's delegates romaine their 


standard, with its big iron base, up in 
front of the speakers’ stand, ahd did a 
“grizzly bear dance” there until pushed 
on. Some of the states found their 
standards so securely fastened to the 
floor that all efforts to dislodge them 
proved futile. 

Mrs. Alice Roosevelt-Longworth, from 
her seat near the press stand, stood up 
when the demonstration began and 
looked out over the sea of waving hands. 

Soon after this incident a pretty gir! 
in white in the galleries suddenly stood 
up and waved a lithograph of Col. 
Roosevelt. She was at once the center 
of attraction. 

Senator Root made no serious effort 
to stop the démonstration until after it 
had been in progress 40 minutes. When 
quiet had been restored, preparations 
were made for a vote. 


What Question Was. 
The question which was put to a vete 


eceme up in this way: Watson, the 
Taft floor leader,.at the end of the de- 
bate, moved to refer the Roosevelt 
proposition to unseat 92 Taft men and 
put Roosevelt men in their places, to 
the Committee on Credentials; Gov. 
Deneen, of Illinois moved te amend s0 
that no contested delegates should vote 
on the membership of the Committee 
on Credentials or on its report; Watson 
moved to table Deneen'’s motion, and 
on this motion the roll was called.

HELD 10 BE LIABLE 


Court Holds Them Responsible 
to Stockholders ‘for Alleged, 
$2,000,000 Deficit. . 


News dispatches received in St. Louis 
Thursday announced that the Chancery 
Court of Newark, N. J., had held the 
voting trustees of the United States In- 
dependent Telephone Co. of Rochester, 
N. Y., Hable to stockholders for an al- 
leged deficit of $2,000,000. Breckinridge 
Jones, president of the Mississippi Val- 
ley Trust Co., and heirs, of the late Wil- 


liam F. Nolker are named as affected 
by the erder, as Jones and Nolker were 
two of the company’s five voting trus- 
tees. 

Fred L. Johnson, receiver of the com- 
pany, obtained the order and authoriza- 
tion of the court to bring suite for the 
amount within 80 days, after giving no- 
tice te the defendants. Edward Finucane 
and Edward Bausch of Rochester are 
other trustees affected. 

Jones said Thursday he did not be- 
lieve there was any ground for personal 
action against the trustees. ‘I Was one 
of five voting trustees for stock of the 
company,” he explained. “The voting 
trustees, so far as I know, have not 
been parties to any sult in New Jersey 
or elsewhere and would have no in- 
dividual liability under any claim 
against the stockholders, even if such 
claims were held to be valid, which I 
do not believe they ever would be.’’ 

William H. Nolker, who, with his 
brother, Louis, administered the estate 
of William F. Nolker, said he knew 
nothing of the action at Newark and 
couldn’t discuss it. 


Remarkable Financiag. 
The Newark order revives interest in 


this financial project. which affected 
many ‘St. Louls investors. When a suit 
on behalf of gtockholders was filed in 
the New York Supreme Court in 1909, 
Elbridge L. Adams, 299 Broadway, New 
York, who prepared the case for the 
stockholders, declared it one of the most 
remarkable cases of high financing the 
country had known for years. He said 
it invelved the purchase of a $5000 com- 
pany for $250,000, the capitalizing. of a 
lolding company for $60,000,000, and the 
floating of $13,000,000 in bonds, most of 
which, he said, proved worthless. Large 
biocks of these bonds were sold in St 
Leuls. 

“The affair had its birth,’’ Adams said, 
“when an action was brought against 
James Hazen Hyde. and ethers of the 
old Equitable Insurance crowd, who 
were interested in a burglary insurance 
company. This concern had a charter 
for undergreund conduits and wires to 
operate burglar alarms. It was con- 
ceived that with this franchise a tele- 
phone company might be organized to 
compete with the Bell telephone system. 
The company and its charter were 
bought for $260,000. 

“After the holding company had 
been formed and the bonds and stocks 
were sold, certain Tammany politi- 
clans were persuaded—for a consid- 
eration—to use their influence to 
have the charter declared one under 
which a telephone system could be 
Operated. Before this was done, how- 
ever, Mayor McClellan and Tammany 
Hall fell out and the franchise deal 
fell through.”

In a seurt hearing, one of the di- 
rectors, Finucane, testified that the com- 
pany paid William J. (Fingy) Conners 
a bonus of $2,000,000 for his imfluence in 
New York City and elsewhere to aid 
the company in getting started. This 
statement was brought at the time to 
the attention of Senator Davis of Buf- 
falo, chairman of a legislaive commit- 
tee investigating New York telephone 
affairs, but the matter was not followed 
any further. 

The telephone stock was sold in St. 
Louis at par in the fall of 1906, but 
dropped to $14 in less than a year. It 
was estimated this caused a loss of be- 
tween $1,500,000 and $3,000,000 to St. Louis 
holders of the securities. Among the in- 
vestors in St. Louis were Adolphus 
Busch, Nolker, Jones, William D. Orth- 
wein and others. The affairs of the con- 
cern have been in a bewildering legal 
tangle for six or seven years.

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RELAY TEAMS MAY ENTER 


Should Send Their. Weights 
to Post-Dispatch. 


Members of Public School Patrons’ as- 
sociations will act as officials and com- 
mitteemen at the final meet of the Pub- 
lic School Athletic League, organized by 
the Post-Dispatch, to be held’ on the 


morning of the Fourth of July in con- 
nection with the safe.and sane celebra- 
tion to be held in different parts of the 
city in the afternoon. 

Letters are being sent to each of the 
associations connected with the schools 
represented in the athletic league, re-, 
questing that the names of two mem- 
bers who will. serve at the meet be sent 
to the Post-Dispatch. In addition to 
these the services of a number of volun- 
teers, well-known athletes and others, 
have been offered. 

The meet is to be thoroughly or- 
ganized, with a large number of officials 
and a numerous Field Committee, and 
the services of a good many experienced 
men will be needed. A meeting is to be 
held a few days before the meet, at 
which the men will be appotnted to their 
separate duties and instructed in them. 
It has been decided to permit relay 
teams to be entered for the finals from 
schools that idd not have the relay race 
at ‘their preliminary meet. In a num- 
ber of the schools it was found that two 
relay teams, reasonably well-matched, 
could not be obtained to run one against 
the other at the preliminary meet, al- 
though there was no difficulty in getting 
one good team together. So the rule 
has been made that egvery school can 
enter a relay team in the final meet, 
whether there was a relay race at the 
preliminary meet or not. 

The distance for the relay race at the 
final meet is to be 400 yards for each 
four-boy team, each boy running 100 
yards. 

It is very important that all boys who 
have qualified to-enter in the finals, in- 
cluding the members of relay teams, as- 
certain their exact, weight and notify 
the management of the athletic league 
at the Post-Dispatch office, so that there 
will be no mistakes in entering them 
for the right events. Any boy who _pre- 
sents himself at the meet for an event 
and is found to be overweight for that 
event will be barred from all the events. 
There will be a scale at the grounds and 
each boy will have to stand the weight- 
test before he can compete.

PROVES UNAVAILING 


Unusual Amount of 6000 Units 
Injected in Child With 


Splinter in Foot. 


Although city hospital physicians in- 
jected 6000 units, or nearly five ounces, 
of tetanus antitoxin into the arm of l1- 
year-old Olivia Bitter, suffering from 
tetanus, they said Thursday that they 
had little hope of her recovery. 

The child was playing in the yard 
of her home, 4124 Page boulevard, last 
Friday. She was barefooted and ran a 
splinter from a boardwalk into her foot. 
Tuesday tetanus developed, and before 
she was sent to the hospital Wednesday 
she was in convulsions. 

Physicians say the antitoxin is rarely 
of value after a patient suffers convul- 
sions, but they gave her that treatment 
in the hope that it would stay the prog- 
ress of the diseasé. Six thousand units 
were given, though it is seldom that 
more than 4000 are given a child. The 
serum was injected directly into -the 
veins. The usual method is to inject it 
under the skin.

TELLS OF SORDID LIFE 


Describes Plan He Made for 
Double Suicide at New York 
Hotel in 1904, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WHITE PLAINS, N. Y., June A: 


Evelyn Nesbit Thaw is veiititinne today 
in the hearing of her husband's petition 
to be released from Matteawan Asylum 
for the Criminal Insane, telling a story 
which the attorneys for the State feel 
sure will make Harry Thaw’s release 
from Matteawan impossible. And she is 
telling it coldly, calmly, willingly. For 


an hour and a quarter yesterday she 
gave evidence tending to show that her 
husband was a vicious lunatic during 
her life with him. It ig an even more 
painful story today. 

Mrs. Thaw testified that her husband 
made a proposal in New York in 1904 
that they kill themselves. He had the 
details all planned, she said. They were 
to engage rooms at a hotel and take 
poison. He had even fixed the hour. 
She, of course, refused. 

She testified further that Thaw had 
complained to her that the food given 
him while he was in the Tombs. was 
poisoned. He also complained that he 


him at Matteawan because ‘“‘there were 
large lumps of saltpeter in them,” — 

When last she testified—in August, 
1909—she then seemed but a slip of a 
girl. She hysterically told how her hus- 
band had threatened, should the doors 
of the asylum ever open to him, to kill 
her just as he had killed Stanford 
White. 

The girlishness has entirely disap- 
peared, the ingenuousness, so marked at 
former trials, has been replaced with 
wordly cynicism, and the big, fawn-like 
eyes, pictured by artists as brown and 
melting, have become as cold as steel. 
Only when she smiles is there a sugges- 
tion of the vivacious Evelyn of old. 

Discards Girlish Dress. 

The metamorphosis of Evelyn Thaw is 
indicated in physical changes in her 
general demeanor and in her gown. The 
short dress and white sailor collar has 
been discarded for a long robe which 
clings to her figure and touches the gold 
buckles of her patent leather pumps, 
and a flaring, pique neckplece, the 


ears, 

When the (ridationtne bégan ‘her 4nd 
swers were given briskly and at times 
sharply. Not once did she hesitate. The 
old shyness, seeming fright and .coyness, 
. were gone. When she did not understand 
a question she said so; and when: her 
memory failed her she quickly so in- 
formed Jerome. Like a trained witness 
she stopped short at signal and.all told 
gave evidence of mental vigor and alert- 
hess, and her testimony was damning to 
Thaw. 

In clear sentences she related how she 
had discovered chapters in the prison- 
er’s past and of his rage when she de- 
manded if the stories she had heard 
were true. With brutal frankness she 
told how she had found the amethyst 
dog’s head, once part of the whip with 
which Thaw is alleged to have beaten 
women, and how she had begged it for 
use as a hat pin ornament. She even 
told—and with apparent satisfaction— 
how her husband had”declared she need- 
ed a beating herself that she migft 
be chastened thereby, and then offered 
to give her a whipping. 

Telis of First Flowers. 

Mrs. Thaw began by saying she is 26 
years of age and that in 1901, while she 
was a chorus girl in ‘“Florodora,”’ then 
at the Casino Theater, she had heard 
about the young Pittsburg millionaire 
and did not wish-to make his acquaint- 
ance, So, when-he sent her flowers 
she tossed them aside until a $50 bill 
was one night concealed among the 
blooms. Then she sent roses and money 
back. Later came the inevitable meet- 
ing. 

In 1908, while she and Thaw were in 
Paris, he made his first proposal of 
marriage. At an all-night session she 
told him of her relations with White. 
She told him all, because she thought 
it her duty, she said. She could not 
marry him because of what had oc- 
curred and this she made plain to him, 
Fashionably gowned women leaned. 
forward and placed their hands to their 
ears that they might hear better. They 
expected to listen to the sordid tale she 
had related at both trials, but they were 
disappointed. The elder Mrs. Thaw 
closed her eyes and the prisoner stared 
intently at the floor.

A few hours after Dr. Loren Bisco 
Doxey’s body was taken from the Ten- 
néssee River, Wednesday, at Clifton, 
Tenn., C. Orrick Bishop, attorney for 
Doxey and his wife, Dora E. Doxey, re- 
ceived a letter Doxey had written June 
17 at Savannah, Tenn., where the couple 
had resided two years. 

Doxey wrote that he had been trying 
to practice medicine at Savannah, but 
had found the people poor and the pay- 
ments very slow. He said he had sold 
out and was on his way with his wife to 
Idaho. The letter contained no reference 
to despondency or troubles of a financial 
or social nature, Bishop said.

George Sand was the child of a French army officer. She was also the 
yp | ead of Maurice Count de Saxe, Marshal of France. Born 
» ‘tm 1804, she passed her childhood if the army as the “Daughter of the Regi- 
a ment,” often wearing a tiny uniform and joining in the rough sports of 
the soldiers. At 18 she married Cassimir Dudevant, a hard-drinking country 
gentleman, with whom she soon quarreled. She obtained a legal separation 
from him and came to Paris, where she tried to make a living by writing. 
She lived in a garret and at first earned only $3 a month. Then she met 
Jules Sandeau, a. lawyer, who fell in love with her. They began to write 
novels together under the pen name of “George Sand.” 

Sandeau quickly dropped out of the literary partnership and she wrote 
alone. In her lifetime George Sand turnei out 60 novels and 20 plays. 
Success came quickly. She was hailed as France’s greatest woman novelist. 
Sandeau tired of her and threw her over. She exclaimed in tragic fury; 

“My heart is a grave!” 

“From the number of its occupants,” retorted Sandeau, “I should -call 
it a whole cemetery.” : 7 

By this time many other famous men were pleading for her love. Among 
them were Dumas, Prosper Merimee (author of “Carmen”), Liszt and Alfred 
de Musset, the poet. It was to de Musset she gave her-heart. For three years 
their romance continued. It was one long succession of babyish spats and 
reconciliations. The climax came when they were in Italy. De Musset fell 
iil. A young Italian doctor, Pietro Pagello, was called in. George Band at 
once fell in love with Pagello and.he with her. De Musset saw how 
affaires were going. One day he joined their hands, saying: 

“You love each other!” Then he left them and returned to France, 
George Sand discarded Pagello and hurried after de Musset. She wrote 
him agonized letters of entreaty and even (copying Ninon de’ FEjnclos) 
cut off her hair and sent it to him as a sign of penitence... But he never 
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_ “George Sand in the zenith of her fame wrote eight hours a day.

fully forgave her. She wrote a story of their love affair, picturing her- 
self as an ill-treate@ martyr. And de Musset promptly wrote his own 
version of it, depicting her as a serpent. 

George Sand was now in the zenith of her fame as a writer and as 
a Jieartbreaker. She wrote for eight hours each day. All Europe read 
her books. The men.who had loved her were drawn—sometimes .merci- 
lesaly—as heroes of these stories. Liszt said that each of her admirers 
‘was a buterfly that she caught by honey, then impaled’ on the pin of 
jealousy or of boredom, and finally vivisected in her novels. 

The next affair—peyhaps the greatest of her life—was with Chopin, 
the composer. He wag loved of many women ani she of many men. 
They were ill-matched in every way. Yet their love for .each other was 
intense and long lasting. She nursed him through long illnesses and 
seomel to keep him alive by her own vitality and will power. Yet they 
quarreled bitterly, as did George Sand with every one who knew her 
well, Chopin begged her to marry him. She refused, Wearying of play- 
Ing nurse to a sick man she sneered at him as a “detestable invalid,” 
and finally left him. Chopin died soon afterward, weeping at her fail- 
ure to keep her promise of letting him expire in her arms. 

“s George Sand outlived her attractions, but not her fame. She died 
in 1876, honored as one of the master-minds of the century.

Rock Island Refuses to Accept 
Plans’ for Depressing Tracks 
Offered by Board. 


WABASH SEEMS WILLING 





Terminal Objects to Specifica- 
tions for Viaduct Over 
Tracks at Union Avenue. 





Objections raised by the Terminal and 
Rock Island railroads regarding plans 
for the construction of viaducts and 
track depressions to eliminate grade 
crossings have resulted in a deadTock 
between the railroads and the Board of 
Public Improvements. The Public Im- 
provments Committee of the City Coun- 
cil is acting ag peacemaker in an effort 





reports can be made on grade crossing 
ordinances pending in the Council. 

President’ Reber of the board told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter’ Thursday that 


i}|;unless the railroads recede from their 


position the board will cause rigid ordi- 
nances tq.be introduced in the Municipal 
Assembly providing for the elimination 
of grade crossiags at the expense of the 
railways and will urge the passage of 
coercive legislation to bring about the 
separation of grades. If that becomes 
necessary the board will prepare for a 
fight In the courts to carry out its plan 
of abolishing the crossings, Reber said. 

Ordinances recently introduced in the 
City Council provide for payment of the 
consequential damages by the city to 
secure immediate. action by the railroads 
in separating the grades. 

The Rock Island is interested jointly 
with the: Wabash Railread in the elimi- 
nation of eight crossings along the 
northern boundary of Forest Park. The 
Wabash has indicated that It will accept 
the plans for depressing its tracks as 
outlined by the Board of Public Im- 
provements as soon as an criinance is- 
passed, provided the city assumes the 
consequential damages. 

Rock Island in Opposition. ’ 

Officials of the Rock Island, which 
uses the tracks of the Wabash as far 
west as Union avenue before it branches 
off, refuse to be bound by the tentative 
agreement and have intimated to the 
Board of Public Improvements that they 
will oppose the depression of tracks as 
planned. 

Reber said that it would be useless te 
make concessions to one of the two rail- 
roads interested if the plan is to be re- 
sisted in the courts by the other road. 

The Terminal has objected to the 
specifications of the Board of Public 
Improvements for the proposed viaduct 
across its tracks at Union boulevard. 
Officials of the Terminal! stated to the 
Public Improvement Committee of the 
Council that the plans for the struc- 
ture are too elaborate and costly. The 
company objected to building a viaduct 
100 feet in width with a cencrete retain- 
ing wall for the approaches and wood 
block paving on the approaches. 

The Council] committee sent the plans 
back to the board tor alteration, rec- 
ommending that the widtn of the via- 
duct be decreased to # feet, that the 
concrete retaining wall be eliminated, 
and that the approaches be paved with 
the same material as that of the inter- 
secting streets at the crossing points. 
The Board of Public Improvements 
has agreed to accept the recommenda- 
tion fer the decrease in width. and 
change of paving material, but insists’ 
that the retaining walls are necessary. 
It has pointed out that with a dirt fill 
without a retaining wall the dirt will 
be spread out over the abutting prop- 
erty and will largely increase the con- 
sequential damages the city might have 
to pay. 

Reber says that if a compromise is 
made by which the gity shall pay the 
consequential damages to get quick ac- 
tion in eliminating the grade crossings 
ir would not be fair te approve plans 
of construction which would increase 
the amount of such damages. The board 
has taken Reber’s view and has refused 
to submit revised plans not providing 
for the retaining walls in the construc- 
tion of the approaches of approximate- 


ly 1000 feet.
